AMENDMENT AND RESPONSE 

Sir: 

This paper is filed responsive to the Office action mailed September 9, 2002 
(paper no. 7), which restricts the claims as follows: 

Group I Claims 1-28, 33-35, 40-48 

Group II Claims 29-31, 89 

Group III Claims 32, 36 

Group IV Claims 37-39 

Group V Claims 49-56 

Group VI Claims 57-88 

Applicants respectfully elect the Group I claims, with traverse. 

The Examiner further has issued a species election for the Group I claims, as 
follows: 

Species A paclitaxel as the telomere damage-inducing 

agent 

Species B nucleotide analog as the telomere damage- 

inducing agent 

Applicants respectfully elect Species A, paclitaxel, with traverse. 

The Species B group, nucleotide analog, is not a telomere damage-inducing agent, 

but rather is a telomerase inhibitory agent. 

In even another embodiment, the telomere damage-inducing agent 
is paclitaxel, or a derivative thereof, and the telomerase inhibitory agent is 
a nucleotide analog, or derivative thereof, and in a preferred embodiment, 
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AZT or d4T. In a related embodiment, the telomerase inhibitory agent is an 
antisense nucleic acid corresponding to a telomerase.

Thus, the species election appears to be improper. With the election of Species A, this 
error is moot.
